HE PERTILIZING FACTORY. 

Judge Farwell, of the Circuit Court, yesterday 
rendered judgment in the case pending between 
the town of Hyde Park and the Northwestern 
Fertilizing Company at Ainsworth, and has made 
the injunction against the interference by Hyde 
Park perpetual. Judge Farwell’s decision will 
be read with interest. It rests upon several 
grounds, including, substantially, that the re- 
moval of this offal is a matter of public necessi- 
ty, and that the law, recognizing this necessity, 
has created this corporation to make that re- 
moval. Of course, the Company reste under the 
legal obligation to prosecute its business soas to 
render the same as little offensive as possible, 
and, to do this, must take every precaution and 
adopt every known means. 7 

This decision settles this matter for the pres- 
ent. It secures to the packers, for the two or 
three weeks that are left of their season, the 
means of getting rid of their refuse matter. But, 
nevertheless, something has got to be done to 
protect the public against this nuisance. It is 
claimed that much has already been done, since 
this Fertilizing Company began business, to re- 
duce the effluvia and the decomposition of mat- 
ter. Self-interest has pointed out that, in the 
exact proportion of the stench that escapes from 
their works, “they are losing those elements 
which constitute the great value of the fertilizer 
produced by them. They have, therefore, ex- 
perimented, and produced machinery whereby 
they now secure from escape a large per- 
centage of the ammonia that has heretofore 
been lost, and that their product, the fertil- 
izer, has been thereby so greatly improved that 
it sells now for double the price and far more 
readily than it did before. Having made such 
progress in the scientific handling of this matter 
as to have already made the manufacture of the 
blood portion wholly inodorous, and greatly 
diminished the offensiveness of the other part, 
it is not to be assumed that the limit of improve- 
ment has yet been reached. On the contrary, it 
ia claimed by the packers that themachinery has 
been perfected, and is now in sucéessful opera- 
tion in this city, whereby all the blood and offal 
of aslaughter-house can be manufactured as 
fast as it accumulates, and that the process is s 
free from odor that no persen is in the least 
conscious of any offensive smell. This inven- | 
tion was not sufficiently operated and tested until 
too late in the season to admit of its general 
adoption by the packera, but there is a general 
purpose to employ it next season. Each packer | 
then will manufacture all the refuse of his own 
establishment, and will do so without offence. 
If these things can be done as stated, and the 
business of manufacturing offal can be rendered 
as inoffensive to public health or comfort a can 
any other business, then, of course, all objec- | 
tions to it will cease. But if all this should not 
prove true, or the Company and others engaged 
in it should fail to adopt all the means and ap- 
pliances offered them for carrying on an inof- 
fensive business, then the war begun by the

THE SPANISH 
The recent intelligence of the proposed abdi- 
on of Amadeus, King of Spain, shows that 
that unfortunate country has not yet touched 
the bottom of her troubles, and is apparently as 
far as ever from securing e form of gov- 
ernment, stable and permanent enough to se- 
cure to Spsin the blessings of peace and general 
prosperity. The threatened abdication of the 
King, coming in the midst of a general Carlist 
uprising, and necessitating a Regency at a time 
when the whole Kingdom is unsettled and rent

time to the present the history of Spain presents 
an almost unbroken record of foreign wars are 
domestic outbreaks, revolts, abdications, and 


and Moors, which laid the train for a series of 
oyerwhelming disasters. Philip II., with his in- 
mense war expenditures, precipitated these dis- 
asters. Philip III. and Philip IV. succeeded in 
getting into war with Holland and France, and, | 
during their reigns, Portugal rebelled. Charles 
II. s death was followed by a bloody War of 
Succession. Charles IV. plunged the country | 
into war with Great Britain, and then abdicated 
in favor of Ferdinand VII., and Napoleon 
made him prisoner and placed bis own brother 
Joseph on the throne, Spain gt once made war 
on Napoleon, in alliance with England, which 
recognized Ferdinand VII, Then followed the 
long Peninsular war, which eventually drove the 
French out of Spain and led to 8 despotism. 
Isabella II. 's reign was a scene of constant 
turmoil and intrigue. First came the long con- 
test between Espartero, the Regent, and the 
Queen Dowager Christina, for the supreme power 
during the minority of the Queen; then simost 
endless changes of Ministry and an almost equal- 
ly endless succession of reyolte; then 
the banishment. of Queen Christina ; 
then the wars with the Moors; then 
the quarrels with her South American colonies, 
and finally a general revolt of the people, which 
drove Isabella out of Spain, in September, 1868, 
which was followed by her formal abdication in 
November, 1869, Marshal Prim was the Regent 
during the interregnum, and his rule was closed 
by assassination. In November, 1870, Amadeus, 
second son of Victor Emanuel, King of Italy, 
was elected King by the Cortes, began his reign 
in January, 1871, and now, after a rule of two 
years and one month, which gave promise of se- 
enring repose to Spain from her long agitation, 
Amadeus is firm in his determination to abdicate. 
The specific canse which has led the King to

He has 
evidently striven with all his might 
to give the impracticable, hot-headed, 
and stupid people of Spain a good Government, 
and, as they are unwilling to accept it, and he is 
unwilling to maintain a throne without subjects 
and a sceptre without power, he has determined 
to let some one else attempt the farce of ruling 
Spain, and leave her to her fate. The blind folly 
ot the Spaniards is deserving of that fate. He 
leaves Spain at atime when the Carlists are 
already overrunning the provinces of Ledo, 
Guipuzcoa, and Navarre, and when the movement 
for the restoration of the Bourbons to the throne 
of Spain is rapidly gathering both volume and 
force. With the Carlists in possession of the 
north and rapidly making their way south, and 
a score of factions warring against each other 
at Madrid, he will be a very rash man who ac- 
cepts the Regency. At last accounts the Cortes 
had refused to yield, and stands by the Ministry. 
The Republicans are watching the situation 
hopefully, ready to take advantage of any emer- 
gency, and may proclaim a Republic. The gen- 
eral aspect of affairs would seem to be favorable, 
however, to the Carlists, and it is not impossible 
that some one of the numerous descend- 
ants of Charles IV. may speedily be on the 
throne of Spain; in which évent, it is not 
impossible that he may be as speedily removed 
from it. If a nation in Europe stands in need 
of a protectorate, it is Spain. Not all the 
glories of Navarre nor the splendors of Leon 
aud Castile can make any compensation for her 
squalid wreck, and the miserable incompetency 
of her people. If a man like Amadeus, posseas- 
ing unusual firmness, resolution, courage, and 
good judgment, and having the confidence of 
the other powers, cannot govern them, it is diffi- 
cult to see who can. Ifa Republic should be de- 
clared, it will bea Republic without foundation or 
coherence. —
